There was hardly any limit to the wild 
promises of most reactionary Republican can- 
didates during the election campaign. With 
their eyes glued to the voting machines, they 
' gladly endorsed every pension proposal in an 
» attempt to make the New Deal look con- 
gervative. 
0 But, as we pointed out at the time, there 
> was always one little matter that they seemed 
to overlook: how to raise the money to meet 
the great needs of the aged.

Show Mass Resolve to Stop Nazis

Last Sunday's municipal élections 
in Poland brought a smashing de- 
feat to both factions of Polish fas- 
cism. The Right Wing, openly 
avowing their rowdy anti-Semitism 
and totalitarianism, known as the 
“National Opposition,” as well as 
to the official “Camp of National 
Unity,” which cloaks its fascist 
aims under the current fake slogan 
of the Government, legitimate de- 
mocracy” (without any trace of the 
genuine democracy). 

The Right “Opposition” was, ac- 
cording to a United Press dispatch 


from Warsaw, “nearly wiped out as 


& movement in some districts.” The 
official “Camp of National Unity”— 
the Government party—suffered a 
heavy defeat, receiving in all the 
larger cities only a minority of 
seats. Particularly significant was 
its defeat in Lodz, the second larg- 
est city of Poland and its greatest 
industrial center, where the Gov- 
ernment in recent years repeatedly 
removed by force the Socialist mu- 
nicipal council. It received there 
only 12 seats out of 80. 

The news, incomplete as yet, em- 
phasizes the large gains of the So- 
Cialist Party—the only working class 
party permitted by the law in Po- 
land. The Communist Party, driven 
underground in the first years of 
the new Republic of Poland and 
savagely persecuted, was, as a mat- 
ter of course, not admitted to the 
polls. 

The elections are not yet ended. 
Last Sunday they were held in 53 
cities and towns out of 300, and in 
2,000 rural communes (townships) 
out of the total of 29,000. But they 
were held in the most important lo- 
calities, upon which the Govern- 
ment and its Rightist fascist com- 
petitors ‘lavished most of their ef- 
forts: in the capital city of Warsaw, 
in Lodz, in Cracow, and in the west- 
ern provinces.
